Kipling tried to make poetry out 
Of a steamship, but his attempt 
was forced and mechanical, and in 

he cried, "Lord send us 
a Robbie Burns to aing a song of 
steam!" There is no poetry in 
steam—at least not the kind that 
Burns wrote, or that of Alan Cun- 
ningham with its free, lyrical 
sweep that transports us immed- 
lately out into the open spaces and 
salt air of the ocean: 


A. wet sheet and a flowing sea, 
A wind that follows fast, 
And fills the white and rustling 


sail, 
And bends the gallant mast; 
And bends the gallant mast, my 
boys, 
While, like an eagle free, 
Away the good ship flies, and 
leaves 
Old England on the lee. 


No poet that I know of has yet 
written anything like that about a 
steamship. The reason is that the 
steamer has within itself the means 
of propulsion and make: ight 
for ita goal, while the sailing ship 
dn its wings like a bird to the 
ing winds and has to wrestle 
wi the elements to make head- 
way.
